Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's arguments regarding representative claims 1 and 10 are 
not persuasive without a corresponding amendment to the claims, as a mere measurement of "movement" or "motion 
speed" may be determined from comparing pixel position among frames, as taught by Lee et al. However, if the claims 
were amended to recite performing a calculation on motion vectors, as specified in the disclosure of the present 
application, or claimed in claims 30 and 32, this would obviate the rejection of Lee et al. Applicant will submit 
supplemental amendment.
